the country’s radio announced Sunday. 

A broadcast by Radio Monrovia, moni- 
tored here, said a tribunal consisting of five 
army officers and a non-commissioned 


V.N. troops under fire 

Two killed in S. Lebanon 


BEIRUT. April 13 (R) — The United 
Nations headquarters in South Lebanon 
came under intense artillery fire Saturday 
night after dashes between U.N. troops and 
Israeli-backed rightists in which two people 
died and three were wounded, a U.N. 
spokesman said. 

The spokesman said that by 2:30 (2100 
GMT) Saturday night. 86 tank and artilery 
shells as well as rocket-propelled grenades 
had hit the buildings of the U.N. headquar- 
ters at the coastal town of Nakoura on rite 
Israeli border. 

Two U.N. helicopters were completely 
destroyed on the ground and two damaged in 
the bombardment, the worst on the head- 
quarters since the United Nations interim 
force in Lebanon ( UN1FIL) was established 
two years ago. 

It was not clear whether die firing came 
from Israel's right-wing militia allies or from 
Israeli batteries. 

The spokesman said the shelling had 
started a blaze, which was put out by U.N. 
troops as shells were crashing into the area. 
There were no reports of casualties. 

The operations building at Nakoura was hit 
by 1 2 shells, the spokesman said. The prefab- 
ricated hospital building also sufferd direct 



AQ units in the 6 .000- strong United 
Nations force in the war-scarred south of 
Lebanon were placed on maximum alert. 

The bombardment appeared to be in 
retaliation for dashes in which one right-wing 
militiam en was killed and three wounded .ear- 
lier in die day. A soldier of UNIFIL’s Fijian 
battalion was shot in the head and died in 
hospital later. 

The clashes involved tanks, mortars and 
maefaineguns. 

Dutch troops used an anti-tank missile to 
knock out a rightist half-track near the village 
of Al Tin. Al Tiri was the focus of a major 
confrontation between the U.N. and die 
rightists earlier in the week. 

The spokesman said units of the Dutch. 
Fijian and Senegalese battalions were dis- 
patched to Al Tin Saturday night to deal with 
what he described as a tense situation there. 

As a- result U.N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim expressed grave concern over 
Israel's invasion of southern Lebanon and 
deplored what he termed dangerously 
escalating tension in the area. 

In a special report to the Security Council... 
prepared before Sunday’s madents in which * 
a U.N. soldier was killed in the region, Wal 
dbeim referred to “intense and violent bar 
assmenf ’ of TJ.N. troops by the Christian 

militia. 

The militia , led by Maj. Saad Haddad, is 
generally referred to in U.N. documents as 
“the de facto forces,” the term Waldheim 
used in Sunday's five-page written report

Tolbert, leader of the 1 33-ycar-old West 
African nation founded by freed U.S. slaves, 
was shot dead in a coup Saturday led by a 
little-known soldier. Samuel K. Doe. 

The new administration of Liberia, long 
one of the West’s closest African allies, calls 
itself the “People's redemption Council of 
the Armed Forces of Liberia." 

The radio announced Sunday morning — a 
day after President Tolbert was shot dead and 
his government toppled in a military coup — 
that an unspecified number of senior officials 
of the Tolbert administration will be tried by 
a military tribunal. 

The broadcast said the detained officials 
will face charges of corruption and human 
rights violations before a tribunal consisting 
of five army officers and a non-commissioned 
officer. 

The Liberian sources in Bonn said they had 
a report from Monrovia that Tolbert's son. 
A.B. Tolbert, regarded as a possible succes- 
sor to his father, was beheaded, but gave no 
further details. 

Little is known about the politics of the 
new. administration. In the first policy 
announcement Sunday. Radio Monrovia said 
Doe has ordered pay increases to S 250 a 
month for aU army privates and lower- 
ranking policemen. The national police force 
also would be '‘reconstructed.'* the 
announcement said. Salaries of commis- 
sioned officers will be “adjusted accord- 
ingly.” the radio said. Minimum pay for all 
other state employees would be $ 200 a 
month. 

Tolbert, who would have been 67 next 
month, and a bodyguard, were shot dead in a 
gun battle at the Presidential Palace in the 
early hours of Saturday morning, diplomats 
based in Monrovia and radio reports said. 

A Liberian government official in West 
Germany said Saturday troops led by Doc. 
and with the backing of the army generals. 
stormed the palace. 

Tolbert, a wealthy farmer-businessman, 
was the grandson of an American slave and 
former head of the World Baptist Alliance.

Tolbert's one-party democracy had been 
under increasing pressure during the past 
year from the Leftist Progressive People' s 
Party.

Another broadcast statement attributed to 
the new Liberian ruler, appealed to the coun- 
try's 1.7 million people to “go about their 
aormal business as evciything is under con- 
trol.”

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During International Islamic Conference 

Muslims call for unity 


LONDON . April 1 3 (SPA) — An Interna- 
tional Islamic conference on “The Prophet 
Muhammad ibn Abdullah" began here 
Saturday. 

Leader of Turkish Cypriots Raouf Denk- 
tash, who opened the conference called for 
unity and solidarity among the Islamic states. 

It was announced that the conference will 
issue a multi-lingual document entitled*' The 
International Islamic Declaration" dealing 
with the basic principles of Islam and the 
bases of Islamic law. The document has been 
prepared by a selected group of senior Mus- 
lim scholars and intellectuals. 

Several messages were read during the 
inaugural session, including those from 
Habib Chatti, secretary general of the Organ- 
ization of Islamic Conference (OIO, Presi- 
dent Zia-ul-Haq of Pakistan and President 
Jaafar Numeiri of Sudan. 

Those who addressed the conference 
included Al-Sadeq Al-Mahdi. former prime 
minister of Sudan; Bahruddin Rabbani. 
former Indonesian prime minister and Salem 
Azzam, chairman of the Euro- Islamic Coun- 
cil. 

Azzam dealt with current Muslim prob- 
lems, mainly the Zionist occupation of 
Jerusalem and Palestine. He also made refer- 
ence to the Soviet aggression of Afghanistan 
and the plights of nearly 300 million Muslims 
living in the non-Islamic states. He urged that 
suppression and tyranny dealt to these 
minorities must be put to an end. 

Azzam said the document of the Interna- 
tional Islamic Declaration focusses light on 
the need for laying down a just order based 
on Islam, which provided a complete system 
of life. The document emphasizes tii2t mank- 
ind is called upon to make a persistent strug- 
gle to enforce the Islamic laws for the sake of 
a just and human social order. 

The conference has been organized by the 
Jeddah-based OIC in collaboration with the 
Euro- Islamic Council. Muslim scholars, intel- 
lectuals and representatives of a number of 
international Islamic movements are par- 
ticipating. 


However, deliberations at the conference 
were disrupted Saturday when Iranian stu- 
dents shouted protests over Iraqi military 
activities on the border with Iraq. 

The demonstration led to a walkout by the 
10-member Iraqi delegation. 

The purpose of the conference in London' s 
Royal Albert Hall was to agree to a universal 
Islamic declaration — a religious and social 
charter based on the holy Koran — to act as a 
guideline on everyday behavior for the 
world's 600 million Muslims. 

Some 3.500 of Islam's leading religious 
and lay authorities gathered for the first-ever 
meeting of this magnitude in the West 

Salem Azzam said affairs in die Muslim 
world were in "a tragic state today" because 
of disunity and despite the immense wealth in 
some member nations. 

There was loud applause when he accused 
the United States of backing Israel and caus- 
ing the continued occupation of Palestinian 
lands and Jerusalem. 

“It is American political, economic, and 
military support which causes Israel intrans- 
igence," he said. 

‘"By fathering the Camp David agreement. 
America has further perverted the cause of 
justice and fair play.” 

Azzam also condemned the Soviet actions 
against Afghanistan. 

“We strongly condemn and denounce the 
Russian invasion which is aimed at the even- 
tual annexation of Afghanistan as Russia has 
annexed other Islamic republics of Central 
Asia. 

“The invasion has forced over half a mil- 
lion Afghans to seek refuge in Pakistan. Short 
of food, dotbing and medical care and other 
necessities of life, they are struggling for sur- 
vival in extremely harsh conditions. 

“The Soviet invasion has also forced the 
brave people of Afghanistan to take up arms 
to defend their freedom and independence. 
They are waging a valiant struggle and desp- 
erately need material help to pursue their 
struggle successfully.”

I wonder why Riyadh, Jeddah and Dam- 
mam do not take inspiration from the gov- 
ernment complexes successfully established 
in Taif. If this experiment can be successful in 
Taif, where throngs of people come every 
summer, then it should be possible to act on 
the same lines, or still better, in other princi- 
pal towns and do away with the difficulty of 
daily running among offices. 

We can set up a government complex near 
the airport road, for example, where most 
ministries are located. The complex, which 
may be known as a central liaison office, can 
receive all the government papers exchanged 
among the various ministries and depart- 
ments. Representatives of each ministry may 
come to the receipt section of the complex to 
hand over official papers and, at the same 
time, receive relevent cases from its out- 
going section. 

I believe such an arrangement wiD satisfy 
everyone as it also will help in easing the 
traffic problem on the nearby roads. 

The ministries send out messengers for 
delivering and collecting official papers, with 
each going out into a separate vehide and 
wasting his time and the time of others, only 
to come back at the end of the day with the 
job unfinished. Instead, only one messenger 
would have to take all the papers of one 
ministry to this center, and return from there 
with papers meant for the same ministry. 

My idea may need some amendment, but it 
is something which cannot afford to be 
delayed. I would, therefore, like to draw the 
attention of the Gvil Service Board and the 
Institute of Public Administration toward 
this matter. I hope the offidals concerned will 
consider the matter, perhaps they find some- 
thing useful in it.

KUWAIT, April 13 (R) — A leader of a RC) and the Eritrean People’s Liberation Sabbi said bis group understood from 


group fighting for independence in the 
Ethiopian province of Eritrea has appealed 
to Sudan to continue mediating to end the 
1 8-year- old war. 

Osman Saleh Sabbi. leader of the Eritrean 
liberation Front-Popular Liberation Forces 
(ELF-PLF) . the smallest of the three guer- 
rilla groups, told Renters Saturday: “I want 
Sudan to continue to support the Eritrean 
revolution and to play the role of mediator 
between Ethiopia and Eritrea.” 

Sudanese President Jaafar Numeiri said 
last month one of his aims in improving rela- 
tions with Ethiopia was to end the Eritrean 
ifrar. 

But his efforts have been colct shouldered 
bytbetwo major groups, the Eritrean Libera- 
tion Front-Revolutionary Council (ELF- 


Front(EPLF). 

Sabbi said the ELF-PLF was “ready to 
negotiate with Ethiopia on condition that a 
united Eritrean delegation is formed from all 
three groups.” 

Numeirfs offer to make peace coincided 
with efforts by the Soviet Union to persuade 
its Ethiopian allies and the Eritreans to 
negotiate. 

At a press conference in Beirut, ELF-RC 
Chief Ahmad Nasser said the Russians had 
stressed to him the need for a negotiated 
sertlemenL 

Sabbi said the ELF-RC was already 
negotiating with the Ethiopian government 
through intermediaries and “this will mean 
Eritrea will remain an Ethiopian colony 
under Soviet control.” 


Sudanese officials that their country’s rap- 
prochement with Ethiopia did not mean a 
change in their policy of support for the Erit- 
reans. 

“But we are noticing al present a certain 
change in favour of Ethiopia in the facilities 
Sudan gives to the Eritrean revolution.” he 
added. 

Sabbi gave no details but Arab diplomatic 
sources in Beirut said Friday jSudan had 
dosed its border to weapons and other sup- 
plies being sent to the Eritrean fighters. 

Sabbi left Kuwait Saturday after touring 
Oman, the United Arab Emirates. Bahrain 
and Qatar. 

He said his rails with Gulf leaders had 
produced “tangible results in terms of mater- 
ial and political help and publiaty.” 


ISLAMABAD. April 13 (R) — Former 
Indian Foreign Minister Sardar Swaron Singh 
has been quoted as saving here that India 
wanted to see Pakistan continue to be strong 
and stable.

NAIROBI, April 13 (LAT) — With two 
and a half thousand, new refugees still 
Streaming out of Ethiopia into Somalia every 
day die United Nations appeal for ’$340- mil-.

Dr. Said Hassan. chairman of UNICEF ’ s 
board, and Miss Aida Guindy. UNICEF's 
director for East Africa have just toured 
some of the Somali refugee camps which 
house 643.000 people. In all Somalia has at 
least double that number of refugees, some of 
whom are in the towns and others have 
moved with herds to tag onto the outskirts of 
Somali desert villages. Food water and health 
and education facilities are desperately 
needed they say. 

There have been signs of upgraded war in 
the Ogaden desert and therefore more 
refugees for some weeks, according to dip- 
lomatic sources in Addis Ababa. The West- 
ern Somali Liberation Front (WSLF) has 
continued a low-level guerrilla war a g a ins t 
Ethiopian rule in the .Ogaden since the 


Ethiopian army with Cuban assistance 
crushed the major Somali advance almost to 
Harrar in eastern Ethiopia two years ago. 

Ethiopia this week d aimed to have repel- 
led new Somali invasions from die east and 
south since mid-Mjarch. Somalia has put out- 
no counter-daim. Diplomatic sources say 
that die Cuban troops still in the Ogaden 
have recently stopped going out on missions 
or patrols against die WSLF because die level 
of casualties they were taking in the Ogaden 
was too high. The sources say that the Cubans 
are now on garrison duty only. 

Most of the refugees displaced by the 
renewed Ogaden war are nomads, according 
to Hassan, but most have not managed to 
bring any goats or camels with them. The 
great majority therefore have no prospects of 
any future beyond the refugee ca m ps and 
famine relief. 

UNICEF hopes this year to increase its 
Somali budget tenfold to$ 10 million. Hassan 
said. The final figure will be worked out at the 
UNICEF board meeting in New York next 


month where other rival disaster zones such 
as Kampuchea will also be lobbying for their 
sKce of the UNICEF budget. 

Hie UNICEF team suggested to the Som- 
ali ^government that resettlement schemes 
should' be started to replace the camps. but 
the Somalis are not apparently hopeful about 
the prospects of settling nomads.

AUGUSTA, Georgia, April 13 (AP) — 

Severiano Ballesteros continued his conquest 
of the 44 th Masters Golf Tournament Satur- 
day, slashing to a third- round 68 that gave 
torn seven-stroke command of golfs annual 
spring rite. 

The 23-year-old Spaniard, already the 
British Open Champion and looking for new 
worlds to conquer, has a 54-hde total of 203, 
a whopping 13 strokes under par on the 
Augusta National Golf Club Course. 

A string of three consecutive birdies on the 
back nine helped put the young man in a 
position where the tournament is his alone. 

And he has an outside chance at setting a 
scoring record. The 72-hole record is 27 1 , 1 7 
under, set by Jack Nicklaus in 1 965 and tied 
by Ray Floyd in 1 976. Ballesteros needs a 68 
in Sunday’s scheduled final round to tie it, 67 
to beat it.

ONTARIO. California. April 13 (AP) — 
Johnny Rutherford won the pole position for 
tiie Twin 200 championship car race with a 
'qualifying speed of more than three miles an 
hour (4.8 kph) faster than anyone else Satur- 
day. 

The 42-year-old Texan toured the 2.5- 
mile (4 km) Ontario motor Speedy ova) at an 
average speed of 196.803 mph (316.884 
kph) to far outdistance Bobby Unset's 
193.473 (311 J56 kph.) 

Rutherford a two-time winner of the 
Indianapolis 500. showed the way in a new 
Chaparral built by grounds effects pioneer 
Jim Hall and powered by an eight-cylinder 
Cosworth engine 

He gave an indication of things to come 
when the sleek, canary yellow car was 
docked unofficially during a practice session 
at more than 197 mph (317.032 kph.) 

Unser, also a two-time Indy winner, 
opened the qualifying session with his fast lap 
in a new Cosworth -powered Penske PC9 
another of the more than a dozen new ground 
effects cars. 

Unser’ s younger brother AJ. a three-time 
winner at Indianapolis, gained the inside spot 
on the second jow of the 1 1 -row grid at 
133.187 (300.865 kph.) 

Rick Mears, the defending Indy champion, 
was the fourth fastest qualifier for Sunday s 


The only other qualifiers over the 190 
mark were Tom Sneva. at 1 52.967 (3 J 0.54 1 
kph) and Pancho Carter, who fashioned a 
1 90.702 (306.896 kph) lap on the hot, breezy 
afternoon.

Western governments probably understand the uncom- 
promising attitude of Muslims about law and order, which the 
Islamic religion has set as its foundation. To compromise or 
smear the laws of the Saudi Arabian government, such as by 
screening a malicious Death of a Princess in London, is an 
action that equally demonstrates ignorance, on one hand, and 
bad intentions on the other, toward a government and people 
who take the Holy Book as their way of life. 

Given these facts, the British government is placed in a 
critical position vis-a-vis its free press. However the BBC last 
year overruled itself and banned Scum , a film describing the 
violent life of British juvenOes. The b anning , whether decided 
independently by the BBC or through indirect government 
pressure, also demonstrates Britain's awareness of the impact 
of Scum on its young people. 

National interest there overruled the country’s freedom of 
the press. International interests — the other side of coin — 
also can overrule the so-called freedom of any single 
group’s intent to undermine Saudi Arabian-British relations. 

This cancerous intention is at the same time hitching its way 
to other countries, including the Netherlands, the United 
States and West Germany, whose television stations co- 
produced Death of a Princess. Its producer also is aiming to 
screen it in Australia and New Zealand — an action that can 
have no other explanation than a smear campaign against 
Saudi Arabia — a strict adherent to the lslamic faith and a 
strong supporter to the usurped rights of the Palestinian peo- 
ple- in occupied Palestine. 

This smear campaign is not the first and could not be the 
last, for there will continue to be jealous persons whose objec- 
tives are the destruction of relations among nations. 

Western governments cannot sit idly in the face of corrupt 
thrill-seekers, nor these governments have been denied the 
ability to protect their interests and those friendly nations. 

But there is something the British government can do, to 
reduce the impact of its laxity and to avoid similar embarrass- 
ments in The future. It can find out who was behind the film, 
who actually bankrolled such a monstrous project to hurt the 
feelings of 600 million Muslims — many of whom were great 
friends of Britain and its people. We already suspect who is 
behind it, as we know who was behind Abscam in the United 
States, but it will be more comforting to confirm it. 
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Chinese all set to go nuclear

SINGAPORE — 

A sudden demand tor a government project to 
build a string of atomic power stations across China 
may mean that Peking's missile program can now 
move into top gear. 

Three years ago. when the visit of a team of 
Chinese nuclear experts to Australia stimulated 
speculation that C hina wanted to buy uranium for 
light-water reactors, a senior Chinese official told 
me categorically that his country could not afford 
such a luxury. 

He said China might still be short of mined 
uranium, but was far shorter of nudear scientists 
and technidans. Those they had were headed for 
vital research and top priority military projects. 

Foreign atomic experts in Hong Kong, who 
believed the “military projects” already induded 
work on tactical missiles, also said the Chinese did 
not have technologists to run nudear plants. 

The military projects kept their priority, and by 
last year the Chinese had reportedly perfected a 
family of four strategic rockets. In February they 
tested the third of the series, an intercontinental 
ballistic missile (I CBM) with an estimated range of 
3,900 miles. 

But their latest pride is the CSSX4, which has a 
range of 6,600 miles. This giant could put a satellite 
into space, hit anything anywhere in the USSR, and 
take out targets in Europe and the U.S. The Chin- 
ese are said to be planning to deploy it next year. 

They have come a long way fast, having launched 


eight satellites, and put a dog in a rocket as pan of a 
manned spaceflight program for which astronauts 
are already in training. 

But the country that exploded its first atomic 
device in 1964 still has no experience of power 
stations. In- 1978. Vice-Premier Deng Xiaoping 
announced that Peking had ordered two 900- 
megawan plants from France, but the order was 
canceled after the radiation scare at the Three Mile 
Island complex in Pennsylvania. 

By February this year, however. China's scien- 
tists had decided nuclear power plants were safe, 
reliable and economical — “environmental pollu- 
tion is small compared with that of coal and oil-fired 
power stations” — and China had ample deposits of 
uranium. 

The founding congress of the Chinese Nudear 
Sodety unanimously endorsed appeals from its 
leaders for a nudear plant construction program — 
built by Chinese, with or without expertise, equip- 
ment or materials from abroad. 

For China now had the necessary personnel and 
practical experience. "If foreigners will not give us 
the technology, then we can plan and construct 
nudear power stations relying entirely on our own 
capabilities,” said Vice-Minister Jiang Shengjie. a 
distinguished nudear sdentisL 

The People f s Daily has soberly reminded the 
over- exuberant that China must nevertheless rely 
on oil and coal and hydro electric systems as its main 
sources of energy for a long time to come. 

China's oil output readied 104 million tons in 
1 978. but oil is still in short supply, and the govern- 


ment has called for an end to "serious wastage.' 1 Oil 
exports buy much of the foreign technology and 
equipment needed to cany China into the 21st cen- 
tury. 


China's industrial plants are so starved of electric- 
ity that one machine in five is Skpt. Seventy per 
cent of the country's hydroelectric potential tie&jua- 
the southwest. 60 per cent of its 600 billion tons of 
coal are in north China, and the national road and 
rail systems are two of the weakest links in the 


whole gangling economy. A nudear power station ' 
can run for a year on a trainload of fuel. : 
So China may go nudear. Does this mean they 
may cut back on "military project^'? It is far more 
likely to mean that they can now afford the luxury of 
a civilian atomic program because their strategic 
program is no longer hobbled by lack of technolog- 
ists. Faced with a gigantic neighbor whom they daily 
accuse of plotting the conquest of the world, they 
are in no mood to put wattage before warhead. — 
(OFNS)

Row over Sweden’ s N- vote

STOCKHOLM — 
Sweden’s national referendun vote in favor of 
nudear power has left only problems in its wake. 

The pro-nudear group won a dear victory with 
58.1 per cent, against the "no” tide’s 38.6 per cent, 
while 33 per cent returned a blank ballot paper. 

So. 2.728.831 Swedes voted for the two alterna- 
tives that supported nudear energy. 1.815.08; 
voted for the third alternative calling for a [Shut- 
down of all reactors in 10 years and 1 53.492 indi- 
cated that they didn't care one way or the other. 

The nation is now placed in the anomalous posi- 
tion of having an anti-nudear prime minister put- 
ting through a pro-nudear policy. 

Premier Hiorbjom Falldin said: “I must accept 
the result of the referendum but I intend to make 
sure that all safety regulations are complied with 
and that eveiything possible is done to save energy 
and to develop new energy sources so that we can 
make nudear power obsolete." 

Falldin said he intended to cany on as premier, 
but difficult times lie ahead for his one-seat major- 
ity non- Socialist coalition government 
Falldm’s Center Party lined up with therCom- 
munists in supporting the shutdown jof Sweden' s six 


reactors over a 10-year period. Nudear energy 
already supplies a quarter of Sweden's electridty. 

Of his coalition partners, the Conservative 
(Moderatema) supported the first alternative, cal- 
ling for the development of nudear power over 25 
years, while the Liberals (Folkpartiet) lined up with 
the opposition Sodal Democrats in supporting the 
second alternative. This was the same as the first 
except that it laid greater emphasis on finding new 
eneigy sources and called for the nationalization of 
nudear plants. 

Conservative leader. Economy Minister Gosta 
Boh man. and Liberal chief. Foreign Minister Ola 
Ullsten. both said they would take notice of the 38.6 
per cent who voted “no", and added that they 
would continue to cooperate with Falldm’s Center 
Party. 

These public reassurances will be tested to the 
full in cabinet meetings where Falldin is expected to 
demand stringent safety checks' before he author- 
izes the loading of the four reactors already birilL 

Meanwhile, Falldin faces considerable opposi- 
tion frofn militant anti-nudear supporters in his 
own party, who even on referendum day with opin- 
ion polls predicting the "yes" vote, wore badges 
prod aiming "The Fight Goes On. — (OFNS) 


The shock is mutuaL Robert Mugabe’s men, after 
years ini the bosh fighting to end white domination 
now find themselves sitting self-consciously behind 
large desks surrounded by white dvfl servants. 

One minister, who discovered that ; the top 40 
dvfl servants in his ministiy were all white, said : “ I 
fipd like a fly in a glass of milk. ” 

: * Their white private secretaries, described by one 
awed minister as “ ferociously competent, ’’ seem 
generally pleasantly surprised and rather amused 
by their new bosses. One patronizingly com- 
plimented her new lawyer minister : " He's very 
confident and well-educated. If s almost like work- 
ing far a European. ” 

Fifteen years ago Kumbirai Kangai earned $ 79 a 
month as a public assistance officer in the ministiy 
of labor and social welfare. He resigned, went to 
America for his university education and then 
joined the guerrillas. 

Today, he is back in his old ministiy as minister. 
Like the rest of Mugabe’s men he has no idea what 
his salary is ($ 3,080 a month pIusS 732 allowances 
for the outgoing administration, said a white dvfl 
servant in die cabinet office.) 

The manner of dress is one of the most stark 
physical changes. In the past most of the guerrilla 
leaders wore jeans. Now Mugabe, a puritanical 
aesthetic leader, has insisted his ministers must 
wear suits. 

Bodyguards are identifiable by their snappy 
three-piece suits. “ We are all gentlemen now," 
One joked as he went into the toilet adjoining his 
minis te^s office to hand jover his pistol to a relief 
bodyguard. 

Between them, Mugabe’s men served well over 


100 years in detention. Maurice Nyagumbo. the 
gentle, softly- spoken minister of mines, holds the 
record — he spent 20 years and eight months as a 
political prisoner. 

He was released on Dec. 12 last year and flew 
immediately to London to meet his daughter Chipo 
for the first time. She is now 20 and married with 
two children. 

Nyagumbo was 45 minutes laje for Mugabe’s first 
cabinet meeting last month. He had spent so much 
time in detention that he did not even know where 
the prime minister's office was. 

Denis Norman, minister of agriculture and one of 
the two whites in the cabinet, met most of his Afri- 
can colleagues for the first time a few boors before 
the cabinet was announced. Mugabe introduced 
them to him one at a time, expl aining where they 
had all come from. 

The prime minister gave no explanation about 
Nyagumbo’s background, and when Norman, 
former head of the white farmers' organization, 
asked him where he had come from the reply was 
V Salisbury Prison. " 

Few whites have so far resigned from the civil 
service. Nearly all are adopting a wait-and-see 
a tt itude, but there are indications that some are not 
prepared to serve a “ guerrilla ” government. Some 
whites estimate that 40,000 of Rhodesia’s 210,000 
white community may leave by the end of the year. 

Dr. Nathan Shamuyarira, minister of information 
and tourism, was subjected to one of the few overt 
racial incidents after moving into his office. A white 
departm e ntal head refused to shake his proffered 
hand. Other incensed whites in the ministry took 
the case to the Public Service Commission and had 
the man dismissed. 

Given the brutality of the war, the lack of appar- 
ent bitterness, particularly ou the African side, is 
one of the most remarkable aspects of the transfor- 
mation from Rhodesia to Zimbabwe which is now 
beginning. 

Simon Muzenda. foreign minister and greying 
grandfather figure of Mugabe's movement, lost an 
18-year-old daughter ina Rhodesian bombing raid 
into Mozambique. “ Don't worry, I understand,” 
he told a local reporter who was embarrassed when 
file subject was raised. “ It’s all in the past now and

AI Medina and AI Bilad led with 
King KhaletTs message on the 
annual function of the Holy Koran 
recitation. The royal message, 
which was read by Mecca Gover- 
nor Prince Majed, urged a close 
study of the Holy Book which 
provided a complete system of 
life.

British media services have 
transgressed bounds of moral and 
ideological freedom while dealing 
with Saudi Arabia «nH Islam. The 
papers uzged the adoption of 
resolute stance at local and Islamic 
levels and reiterated that the 
Kingdom was capable of giving a 
fitting reply to such slanders. 

Commenting on the subject, Al 
Bilad said the film was a slander- 
ous means the enemies of Arabs

Today, his 
alioa farther afield rests solely upon his 
t of this journey, which is popular 
gibe Muslim peoples of the whole of 
j’sVesL Africa. 

e'lpgnuscript was first revealed to West- 
jjpl jrdhip in I960, when Norris and a 


colleague photographed it in Wadan. It i$ 
particularly interesting for an Pngifch speak- 
ing readership because, although there are 
numerous accounts of the Pil grimag e in the 
literature, nothing is readily accessible with- 
out Arabic. The intention of Ahmad’s 
account was io urge his own people to greater 
sentiments of faith and piety and to inform 
them of the wonders of the Mediterranean 
and Islamic world of which they knew very 
tittle. 

H.T. Norris is Lecturer in Arabic at the 



School of Oriental and Afri can Studies in 
London. His translation fully captures the 
stately pace of the narrative, with its inters- 
persed stories and pious asides. There are 
very informative footnotes at the end of each 
section- A map of the journey appears on the 
end papers and there are some monochrome 
photographs. 

In a comprehensive introduction, Norris 
casts light on the great similarity between the 
ways of life and thought of the peoples of the 
Moorish Sahara and those of Arabia proper. 
This in spite of die fact that geographically, 
tome of the Moors live further West of the 
Holy Qty than the people erf Ireland. The 
intellectual elite of the region, the Zwaya, 
have aimed since the seventeenth century to 
bring Islam there up to the standards set out 
in the Suuna. In the nineteenth century, 
Zwaya scholarship underwent a renaissance. 
Strength was drawn from the spiritual and 
cultural values of the Arab heartland. Among 
the results was first a feeling of Islamic politi- 
cal solidarity and then a new flowering of 
Arabic literature. 

The Pigrimage of Ahmed 
Translated by H.T. Norris 
Aris and Phillips, £ 6 

This literature bloomed in the nomadic 
camps and in the caravan towns. It shows a 
dear connection in form, style and subject 
matter with the poetry, prose and satire of the 
pre-Islamic and Classical periods. 

‘Fare is the companion of him who accepts 
life's joys and sorrows. Sometimes it seats him 
on die choicest mount, at other dmes he rides 
A faithless steed. 

One day he sits astride a swift, short-haired 
horse, sinewy and well-proportioned, pawing 

the ground with its foot. 

On another day he owns a muscular camel, 
strong in back, cutting Us teeth,— Time will 
come when he will ride a slow paced braying 
assj 

Ahmad’s Pilgrimage is pan of this tiring 
literary tradition. 

Norris describes the finding of the manus- 
cript, written as if it had been dictated by the 
old scholar shortly before his death in about 
1850. Since then many band copies were 
made and circulated throughout Morocco 
and Mauritania. The central theme of the 
‘Pilgrimage' is that inexplicable power, 
baraka, with which God blesses certain peo- 
ple, enabling them to overcome obstacles and 
daqgere. 



Ahmad passed through most of tile coun- 
tries of North Africa. He was received with 
the greatest respect by men of influence, sur- 
viving plague, the perils of the sea and the 
desert on his journey to the House of God. 

He describes his Haj and its ceremonies in 
detail and especially his visits to the burial 
places of the first followeis of the Prophet 
which moved him greatly. He speaks very 
highly of Medina and its citizens. 

“By God, I have not beheld a better way of 
life or upiighteousness or more forth coming 
in worthy deeds, convincing others by their 
conduct, than the people of Medina die 
Illumined... When I was in Morocco, I used to 
hear about them. When we came to them we 
found them to be so, even more than I 
expected." 

Running through the account are anec- 
dotes, tales of miracles, quotations from the 


Tradition, legends and cameos of Islamic his- 
tory. These would have been of special inter- 
est and information to his felluw countrymen. 

A general comparison of Ahmad’s work 
with those of European travellers in Arabia 
suggests that he was not interested in describ- 
ing terrain or in making the minutely detailed 
pen portraits of individuals and of their 
appearance which they tend to do. His wan- 
dering return through Cairo, Libya and along 
the northern coast of Africa enabled him to 
visit many mosques and sanctuaries which he 
describes. Indeed, the return is more full of 
incident and intrinsic interest than the out- 
ward journey. In Tunis, he enjoyed the com- 
pany of poets, in Algeria, he encountered the 
French, who had just seized the country and 
in Gibraltar he was entertained by the British 
Governor on the assumption that Ahmad was 
“the tributary king of the Changuiti.” The 


“Gibraltar Chronicle” of January IS. 1833 
reported these events and described Ahmad 
as of smaii stature. "He has a good humoured 
expression of countenance with much acute- 
ness and intelligence, he reads much and has 
brought 400 volumes from the. Sacred City of 
the Prophet.” Passing on through Morocco, 
Ahmad finally returned to Wadan. 

For the Western reader, 2 he Pilgrimage of 
Ahmad is more useful, perhaps, as a summary 
of the contemporary historical events of the 
region as a whole rather than as a specific 
account of the Haj. Ahmad reveals a great 
deal about himself in his comments and opin- 
ions. Through him we can appreciate the 
effects of historical events on informed Mus- 
lim opinion. Ahmad concludes, “I wrote it 
diligently, but it is not free from error. Say to 
him who blames me.’ Who is the one who has 
never erred T ”

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Olympic committee backs Carter 


U.S. team to boycott games 


COLORADO SPRINGS, April 13 (AP) 
— The U.S. Olympic Committee bowed to 
heavy government and financial pressure 
Saturday and voted to support U.S. President 
Jbnmy Carter by boycotting the 19S0 Mos- 
cow games because of the Soviet intervention 
in Afghanistan. 

Carter had been saying for nearly three 
months that the United States would not be 
sending a team because of the Asian flare-up, 
but American athletes has been torn between 
support of the government and their desire to 
compete in the games. 

But after a last minute call from Vice Pres- 
ident Walter Mondaie, the USOC House of 
Delegates voted by more than a 2- 1 margin to 
stay away from the games. 

Mondaie had called the vote a "referen- 
dum on freedom" and said the "security of 
the civilized world" rested on the decision 
made Saturday by the USOC. 

Hours after Mondale's address to the 


USOC, the House of Delegates voted in 
favor of a resolution that would keep Ameri- 
cans at home unless Carter advises the USOC 
on or before May 20 that the international 
situation has changed and United States can 
send a team. 

The vote was 1,604 in favor of the resolu- 
tion and 797 against it. with two abstentions. 

The resolution read in part, "Since the 
president advised the USOC that in light of 
international events the national security of 
the country is threatened, the USOC has 
derided not to send a team." 

“If the president advises the USOC on or 
before May 20 that international events have 
become compatible with the national interest 
and national security is no longer threatened, 
the USOC will enter its athletes." 

If the United States is to send a team it 
must accept the invitation from the Moscow 
Olympic Organizing Committee before May 
20 . 


Kennedy whips Carter 
in Arizona caucuses 


NEW YORK, April 13 (AP) —U.S. Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy beat President Jimmy 
Gd rter in Arizona’s Democratic precinct cau- 
cuses Saturday night, offsetting Carter gains 
in South Carolina as their battle for national 
convention delegates continued in five states. 

Carter maintained his command of Vir- 
ginia and Washington state, Alaska Democ- 
rats were to wrap up two days of district con- 
ventions. the second stage of their delegate- 
selection process. Sunday. 

In Arizona, where Carter had been a heavy 
favorite in Caucuses that had the appearance 
of a presidential preference primary, Ken- 
nedy was expected to end up with at least 16 
of the 29 national delegates to be chosen at 
the Democratic state caucus May 24. 

"Jt looks like we're going to win clearly, 
with about 60 per cent of the delegates,” said 
Kennedy's state campaign chairman. Bill 
Mahoney. 

As an early Carter lead evaporated. Bill 
Rorajue. the president's campaign coor- 
dinator. sai± " We really just got in here too 
late. It's pretty much of a dead heal, and we 
feel pretty good about it.” 

It was Kennedy s fifth victory over Carter 
that year, following triumphs in Mas- 
sachusetts. New York and Connecticut 
primaries and in the first stage of the Alaska 
caucuses. 

Kennedy surged into the lead in Arizona 
on the strength of heavy voting in the pre- 
dominately Mexican-American and liberal 
areas of Tucson and South Phoenix. 

The Navajo nation in northeastern 
Arizona voted as a block for Kennedy, who 
also picked up votes in the Phoenix area that 


had been expected to go for Carter, who was 
endorsed on Friday by Governor Bruce Bab- 
bitt. 

Delegates were being apportioned to the 
presidential candidates based on percentages 
of the vote by party members at the polling 
places across Arizona. A candidate had to 
receive at least 15 per cent of the vote in any 
given caucus to get any delegates. 

In South Carolina, Carter's forces took 34 
of the state's 37 Democratic national conven- 
tion delegates as South Carolina concluded 
its selection process at a state convention. 
Kennedy won only one delegate and the 
other two went uncommitted. 

The president won 23 of the 26 delegate 
slots chosen from six congressional districts, 
caucusing individually at the convention. 
Carter went on to win 1 1 additonal delegates 
elected by the convention at large. 

In the drawn-out delegate-selection pro- 
cess in Washington, Democrats held caucuses 
in the state's four largest counties. State 
party chairman Joe Murphy has said the pres- 
ident should beat Kennedy by a 2- 1 margin in 
the battle for Washington's 57 votes at the 
national convention. 

Carter had established such a margin over 
Kennedy in the state's March 1 1 precinct 
caucuses. The caucuses are statewide meet- 
ings at which party leaders express their pre- 
ferences for a national presidential candi- 
date. 

With incomplete, unofficial returns, the 
president seemed assured of winning at least 
29 of the state’s 57 national convention dele- 
gates, with Kennedy in line for as many as 14 
and another 14 going uncommitted.

CIA chief defends use of reporters as agents 


WASHINGTON. April 13 (LAT) — 
Di-spite sometimes heated opposition from 
an audience of newspaper editors, CIA 
Director Stansfield Turner said that his 
agency 'you Id consider using journalists for 
intelligence purposes when the desired 
results cannot be obtained any other way. 

In a question and answer session ai the 
annual meeting the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors. Turner said he did not 
understand why news organizations would 
object to their employees working on the side 
for the CIA. 

“ What ynu are saying is that if you accept 
an assignment from me to get some informa- 
tion that can be very vital to our country, that 
you have lost your freedom," Turner said. 
“ 1 don’t understand that. 

• If you slant the news because you are on 


our payroll, thaf s bad... but it is your choice 
whether a relationship with us, providing 
information to us, somehow profanes your 
work, " he said, 

" I am sorry, I don’t understand the con- 
nection that you make between serving your 
country aad being free, ” he added. “ I think 
you can do both." 

Eugene Patterson, editor of the St. Peters- 
burg (FLA.) Times responded. " With due 
respect. 1 observe a failure of perception 
either on the part of you or on the part of us. I. 
for one, will attempt to elaborate on this in 
the pages of the St. Petersburg Times." 

Patterson. New York Times executive 
editor Abe Rosenthal and others complained 
that even the remote possibility of CIA con- 
nections makes it difficult for American fore- 
ign correspondents to operate overseas. 


But when Carter originally called for the 
boycott on Jan. 20 he gave the Soviets one 
month to get their troops out of Afghanistan. 
After tfiat deadline passed, he said he could 
not envision the United States sending a team 
to Moscow even if the Soviets were to pull out 
before the deadline for accepting the invita- 
tion. 

The administration had stepped up its 
pro-boycott campaign over the past week. 
On Thursday, Carter threatened legal action, 
if necessary, to prevent American athletes 
from participating in Moscow. And some 

financial supporters of the USOC said they 
would not give money they had pledged if the 
committee did not support the boycott. 

Legal action also has been threatened by 
some American athletes, who contended 
neither the USOC nor the administration has 
the right to prevent them from competing. It 
was uncertain what effect the athletes' action 
might have on the boycott decision. 

In Washington, White House Press Secret- 
ary Jody Powell said Carter “welcomes the 
strong vote." 

But Powell, in a written statement, said of 
the USOC move to leave the door open to 
possible U.S. participation alter May 20 : “the 
president has authorized me to say that tins 
advice (to boycott the games) will not change 
by May 20 or at any time thereafter for all 
practical purposes, therefore, the House of 
Delegates vote means that the United States 
will not send a team to Moscow.” 

Powell expressed confidence "that other 
leading nations of the free world will join in 
this demonstration that no nation is entitled 
to serve as host for an Olympic festival of 
peace while it persists in invading and sub- 
jugating another nation." 

Prior to the boycott vote, a top Moscow 
organizing committee representative said it 
would be “a dear violation of human rights" 
for the United States to decide not to send a 
team. 

Vladimir Popov, the first deputy chairman 
of the Moscow organizing committee, said in 
Budapest “The sole losers will be the sport- 
ing society of America." 

What the games — set for July 19- Aug. 3 
— will finally look like is now in doubt While 
many nations already have accepted the invi- 
tations to attend and others are very likely to 
go, the United States will not be alone in its 
boycott. 

Coup -wracked 
Liberia* s roots 
lie in America 

LONDON, April 13 (AP) - With its 
red-white-and-blue flag and its currency of 
U.S. dollars, Liberia has a global reputation 
as a "little comer of America" sitting on the 
Western coast of Africa. 

Liberia's American roots are everywhere. 
Founded by freed U.S. slaves. Liberia has 
been led by an American-descended and 
American-educated clique of presidents who 
dung to their links with the American past, 
imitated U.S. living patterns and introduced 
American business to the country’s rich 
resources. 

For 153 years, Liberia, the oldest republic 
in Africa, was one of the most stable. Then on 
Saturday a coup led by a little-known soldier 
toppled the government. President William 
R. Tolbert, grandson of a southern U.S. 
slave, reportedly was assassinated. 

Whether Liberia's population of 1.7 mil- 
lion — mostly tribesmen living in mud-hut 
villages — supported the system that brought 
the heavy U.S. influence to the capital is open 
to question. 

An estimated three per cent of Liberia’s 
citizens are descended from the blacks who 
went to Liberia under a 19th century U.S. 
congressional charter sending freed slaves to 
Africa’s west coast 

But the vast majority of Liberians are 
tribesmen, and recent years saw the nation 
becoming sharply divided between a clique of 
Amen can- Liberia ns and its indigenous popu- 
lation, which urged Liberia’s leaders to make 
the country more African. 

According to at least one Liberian author. 
Henry, B. Cole, recent years have seen many 
Liberians changing their Westernized names 
to African ones, as a sign of revolt 
Liberia's conservative True Whig party is 
patterned after the one-party Democratic 
machine which ran the 19th century Ameri- 
can south. Its democracy consists of a four- 
year presidency. 

Even some of Liberia’s cities sound like 
they should be in America with names like 
Buchanan, Harper and Careysburg. 

In the ramshackle capital, the deep south- 
ern drawl of some residents are as re mind 
cent of America as the red- and- blue mail- 
boxes and big U.S. cars that can be seen on 
the streets. 

One visiting correspondent found ham- 
burgers on sale at Diana’s, pastries at Unde 
Sams, pizza at Julias and movie tickets at the 
Roxy Cinema, while Liberian police and 
.army staff wore American-type uniforms. 

On Sunday mornings stirring renditions of 
"Rock of Ages" and gospel muse waft 
through parts of Monrovia as residents con- 
tinue the founding fathers’ fervent brand of 
Christianity. 

It was part of the original 86 slaves’ task to 
build Liberia as “the beachhead for Christ- 
ianity from which the gospel would spread to 
the interior tribes of the dark continent." 

The U.S. connection is just as strong 
economically with America its chief trading 
partner and the source of some $ 500 Bullion 
in investment by U.S. -headquartered com- 
panies. 

One of the biggest is Ohio-based Firestone 
Tire and Rubber Co., responsible for making 
Liberia the largest rubber producer in Africa. 
Three out of four companies mining 
diamonds and iron ore in Liberia have sub- 
stantial American interests. 

The United Stales is also the largest donor 
of aid to Liberia.

— Vladimir Ivanovich Popov, first deputy 
chairman of the Moscow Olympic Organizing 
Committee, said Saturday it would be a 
“dear violation of human rights’’ if the U.S. 
Olympic Committee bowed to pressure from 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter and favored a 
boycott. Later that day, the USOC elected to 
boycott. 

Julian K. Roosevelt, one of two American 
members of the International Olympic 
Committee, called the boycott decision “dis- 
astrous" and said it could threaten the 1984 
stimmer Games scheduled for Los Angeles. 


Al Oerter. 43. a four-time Olympic gold 
medalist, originally hoped to make a com- 
eback at the Moscow Olympics. But Oerter 
said Saturday he dedded even before the 
president called for a boycott that he would 
stay away from Moscow. 

But Rink Babka. a former Olympic discus 
star, referred to Carter as a “jerk" for saying 
a boycott is necessary. Babka said attending 
the Olympics could be "one way America 
can-show its wares without using planes and 
guns.” 

Robert J. Kane, USOC president, said 
Saturday's vote was necessary because "the 


Olympic movement had to be preserved 
Olympic committe of this country had t 
preserved and. more than anything else 
preservation of our patriotism and the 
port of the United States had to be 
served." 

Sam Riggio. a representative of the l 
Olympic softball team, said he believes 
speech by vice president Walter Moj^d] 
the USOC "had a lot to do with the way 
delegates voted."

The committee said Cuba had told the 
Swiss- based agency it would get in touch at 
the appropriate time. 

Tito’s lung ailment 
shows no improvement 

BELGRADE, April 1 3, ( AP) — President 
Josip Broz Tito's doctors said Sunday they 
still were unable to bring about any 
improvement in his pneumonia. 

Tito’s eight-doctor medical panel said his 
condition was “ without any further signific- 
ant changes ” from the day before. 

On Saturday doctors had reported that 
pneumonia afflicting the 87-year-old presi- 
dent was not abating in spite of the use of 
“ appropriate antibiotics. ” 

Tito is also suffering from kidney failure, 
heart weakness, fever and an internal bleed- 
ing problem. His condition has been officially 
described for weeks as very grave. 

The official medical panel, in the only 
other sentence of their Sunday bulletin, raid 
intensive care was continuing on Tito’s 63rd 
straight day of hospitalization. .

‘The war’s over ’ 


Rhodesian anti-guerrilla force closes shop 


SALISBURY, April 13 (AP) — 
Rhodesian military chiefs have evacuated the 
downtown Salisbury command headquarters 
from which they directed the seven-year war 
against black nationalist guerrillas now in 
charge of the government. 

“The wax’s over," said an army officer who 
helped supervise the removal of desks and 
files from the Milton building. “We have no 
role anymore.” 

The effective dismantling of the combined 
operations headquarters, as it was called, 
symbolizes new-found peace after a conflict 
that cost 20.000 lives, drove hundreds of 
thousands of refugees across the landlocked 
country’s borders and shattered the 
economy: 

A recorded message for callers telephon- 
ing the nerve center of the war says tersely: 
"... Thisis Combined Operations Headquar- 
ters. Could you please direct your enquiries to 
army headquarters." 

Comops, as it was called, was set up in 
mid- 1 977 to merge all wings of the army, air 
force, police and civil administration in the 
escalating war against guerrillas of two 
armies loyal to cither Robert Mugabe or 
Joshua Nkomo. 

Mugabe was elected prime minister of Bri- 
tain’s last African colony in British- 
supervised elections last February after a 
January ceasefire, and Nkomo is his home 


affairs minister. 

The white supreme military commander. 
Lt. Gen. Walls, has been appointed by 
Mugabe to supervise the merger of some 
2 1 .000 white-led mainly black security forces 
and 25,000 guerrillas who were their foes for 
seven years. 

“Cnmops no longer exists,’’ said the 
Rhodesian officer. 

The dismantling of the military command 
comes seven days before Rhodesia officially 


becomes the republic of Zimbabwe at the 
stroke uf midnight Thursday. 

The offices abandoned by military chiefs, 
intelligence nl fivers, communications and 
coding experts and typists are expected to he 
filled by aides to Mugabe whose own offices 
also arc in the Milton building. 

It was from C’omops that Rhodesia's while 
officers plotted their ecu nicr- insurgency 
operations and planned more than 1UU 
cross-border raids against guerrilla camps in 
neighboring territories, killing thousands. 


Salisbury spruces for independence 


SALISBURY, Rhodesia, April 13(AP) — 
The Rhodesian capital of Salisbury, dis- 
rupted by seven years of bloody war, is 
undergoing a major facelift for this week's, 
independence celebrations. 

With five days to go before ‘Britain’s last 
African colony becomes Africa's 50th inde- 
pendent black- ruled state, armies of garbage 
men, painters, carpenters and electricians are 
working round-the-clock to spruce the dty 
up for guests from 1 00 countries. 

In army barracks and bush camps, hand- 
picked guerrillas and government soldiers 
they fought in the war. are rehearsing the 
march-past that will be watched by Britain's 
Prince Charles, a dozen heads of state, many 
prime ministers and other guests. 

And drum majorities and traditional tribal 


dancers, sky-divers and gymnasts, pop bands 
and church choirs are practicing their own 
parts in the celebrations Thursday and Friday 
that finally will mark the end of nine decades 
of white minority rule. 

From midnight Thursday, when the red. 
white and blue Union Jack is lowered arid 
replaced by the new five- col or flag chosen by 
Prime Minister Robert Mugabe. Rhodesia 
will become the Republic of Zimbabwe — 
the name of an ancient gold- rich African 
kingdom the seven million Rhodesian blacks 
call their country. 

Mugabe was elected prime minister in 
British-supervised elections last February 
after he and rival guerrilla leader Joshua 
N’komo waged a war for control of the coun- 
try. The war cost some 20.000 lives.

German bank 
puts policy 
on back burner 


BONN, April 13(R) — The West German 
Bundesbank (Central Bank) chose a wait- 
and-see policy this past week as it was caught 
between two opposing goals — preserving 
good internal economic conditions and 
defending the value of die mark. 

This was the analysis of financial observers 
in Frankfurt after the Central Board of the 
Bundesbank, called into special session 
Thursday, did not make the monetary deci- 
sions that many had expected : a rise in guid- 
ing interest rates { discount rate and advances 
on securities) and. a parallel loosening of 
quantitative credit control.

"One of the reasons is that Spain has 
the biggest vineyards in the world, and it pro- 
duces mostly white wine, which is already in 
surplus in the community ” he said. 

In Madrid, the Organization of Economic 
Cooperation and Development (OECD) has 
predicted that the Spanish economy this year 
will show moderate growth and high infla- 
tion.

Energy crisis, oil 
to lead talks with 


The meeting was announced unexpectedly 
Tuesday as the mark fell to a low mark 
against the U.S. dollar (1.97 marks to the 
dollar, as against 1 .7 1 at the start of the year) . 

The depreciation of the mark against the dol- 
lar accelerated in March as U.S. interest rates 
continued to leave German rates far behind

France, Venezuela 

PARIS. April 13 (R) — Venezuelan Presi- 
dent Luis Herrera Camp ins said the energy 
crisis and oil would be at the center of his 
talks with French leaders during a five-day 
official visit here starting today. 

“Since I am the president of an oil state, 
inevitably the energy crisis and the question 
of hydrocarbons will be at the center of my 
discussions,” he toldLe Monde newspaper in 
an interview published Saturday. 

He said Venezuela is on the point of sign- 
ing new agreements with the international oil 
companies and is looking for new customers 
and markets. 

The country’s reserves of light and medium 
crude oil are falling, but its known reserves of 
heavy crude reportedly are rising.

British business outlook bleak 


LONDON, April 13 (R) — British busi- 
ness leaders are less optimistic about the 
country’s industrial and economic outlook 
than they have ever been since February 
1975, according to a monthly survey pub- 
lished here. 

The survey, carried in Financial Times, 
showed that business leaders are particularly 
concerned about the progress of inflation, 
falling demand and widening liquidity. 

Too much stock and too few sales are one 
of the factors behind this gloom, which ini- 
tially was reflected before the budget and 
which has changed little since. 

And latest figures show that wholesale 
prices are increasing now slightly less quickly 
than in February this year. The slowdown is 
insufficient to build further confidence. In 
March, according to Industry Ministry fig- 
ures, wholesale prices rose 1.25 per cent, 
compared with a rise of 1.5 per cent the 
month before. Compared with March 1979. 
wholesale prices have risen by i S.75 per cent, 
with much of the increase of recent months 
yet to filter through to the retail level. 

Analysts here believe that, despite the 
slight slowdown, inflation — a major catalyst 
to industrial strife and now running at 19.1 
per cent — will reach around 21 or 22 per 
cent by the middle of the year before improv- 
ing slightly . 

The improvement was expected by many 
experts to be dramatic. Midland Bank 
economic adviser Professor J.R. Sargent 
reckons that by the end of 1 981 the inflation 
rate still will be 16 per cent. His figure com- 
pares with tile official Treasury estimate of 13 


per cent by the year-end. 

Meanwhile, Trade Minister John Nott has 
rejected calls for increased protectionism 
made by Trade Union Congress Secretary 
General Len Murray, who sought this to 
avoid a worsening of the country's unemp- 
loyment. Nott said the government has no 
intention of turning to customs protection- 
ism. although he does not rule out possible 
selective restrictions in particularly hard-hit 
fields, such as those already operating for 
certain textiles and clothing. Japanese auto- 
mobiles. steel products and electronic goods. 

Calls for protectionism have increased 
recently, primaxly from union circles in the 
face of increasing numbers of jobless workers 
and a worsening balance of payments. The 
minister believes protection, however, 
merely "remedies the symptoms and not the 
disease" Nott stressed he favors "vigorous 
action" through the European Commission 
against dumping and the import of subsidized 
products. 


With the latest figures showing that British 
production of private cars fell by 8 .6 per cent 
in the first quarter of this year to 297.000 
units, some 5,000 workers at the huge British 
Leyland plant at Cowley rejected strike calls 
made by their union, the giant Transport and 
General Workers Union. The union wanted 
to protest at management imposed salary 
increases of 5 to 10 per cent. 


British Steel, meanwhile, was getting bade 
into production after the 13-week strike by 
its workers but reportedly is facing difficulties 
greater than exported in recovering business.

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New Brazil experiment has 
diesels fueled by ‘peanuts 5 


BRASILIA, Brazil. April 13 (APi — 
Brazil, already a world leader in the use of 
home-grown petroleum substitutes, is work- 
ing on a plan to use peanut oil as a fuel for 
diesel-powered trucks and buses. 

Four passenger buses on a regular route 
through the crowded dty traffic of Rio dc 
Janeiro are operating with a diesel fuel mix- 
ture that contains up to 30 per cent peanut 
oil, officials said. The test requires no change 
in the heavy-duty diesel engines and has 
encountered no problems in the first month 
of a six- month trial, officials say. 

“ There’s really nothing new about this 
idea.” said Jose Arantes, a spokesman for 
the Industrial Technology section of the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce. 
“ Rudolf Diesel (the inventor of the diesel 
engine) ran a small engine on vegetable oil at 
an exhibition in Paris in 1900. Our techni- 
cians are just seeing if it can be done on a 
larger scale. " 

If the trial is successful, the scheme could 
lead to a recommendation that would divert 
millions of hectares of farmland to a swift 
increase in peanut production, officials sa>. 

The idea comes from the same industrial 
researches who convinced the government 
five years ago that Brazilian industry could 
make cars powered by pure alcohol. The cars, 
fitted with engines adapted to run on alcohol 
distilled from sugar cane, went on sale to the 
general public April 1. The government 
hopes to have 2 million alcohol- pow ered cars 
on the road by 1985. 

Brazil hopes to reduce its consumption of 
imported oil by 20 per cent by the year 1985. 
Brazil imports 85 per cent of its fuel needs 
and this year estimates it will spend the equi- 
valent of more than S 10 billion on Middle 
East crude oil. 


Government researchers say peanut oil b

Brazil also is working on 3 new diesel- tvp 
engine that would be powered on pur, 
alcohol, but the program is still in the earl :

Increasing peanut oil production is aj 
immediate possibility, officials say. Thev non. »■ 
that Brazil, the worlds largest peanut pro *” 
ducer. has decreased peanut plantings fron' 
one million hectares to 300,000 hectare* 
because the crop has been exceedin' , 
demand. * 

“Theoretically, peanut oil is perfectly 
usable. " Arantes said. “ It doesn’t need spe* 
rial processing, it produces less smoke tha/*' 
pure diesel fuel and no changes are needed fc* ' 
the motors. And with three harvests a ycat^ 0 
we could increase production on the shot’, 
term to meet an increased demand. " .# 

Small-scale production also would cut ih^- 
cost for the peanut oil, which increases th£ 
fuel bill by 60 per cent. 


American energy Specialists, monitorin., 
Brazil's alternate fuel plans, say it is too eari 
to tell whether vegetable oil will work as ‘ 
commercial substitute for petroleum- bas<v 
diesel fuel. They say early tests show engine* f 
using a peanut oil mixture are subject to com ■ 
rosion. 


They also say some studies indicate the! 
vegetable oil makes diesel engines unservicc^ 
able after only 15.000 kilometers.

This deal occurred in be 
1972 World Olympiad. It was 
played at 18 tables, and at 
most of them South got to four 
hearts and went down one. 
This came about when West 
led the king of diamonds, 
partner showing out, and 
continued with the A-Q-J. It is 
hard to fault those declarers 
who ruffed the fourth diamond 
with the king and later lost a 
trump trick to the jack. 

From their viewpoint, after 
West had shown up with six 
diamonds and East with none, 
it seemed far more likely that 


East would have the jack of 
hearts than West East had 13 
cards that might include the 
jack, while West had only 7. 

Some declarers, after 
ruffing high in dummy, 
finessed the ten of hearts; 
others cashed the A-Q, hoping 
to fell the jack. But, either 
way, their hopes were dashed 
and they went down one. 

The most remarkable 
outcome occurred when 
Belladonna and Avarelli, 
Italian stars, held the North- 
South cards. Their bidding 
went: 

West North East South 
3 O Dble Pass Pass 
Pass 

Even though Belladonna’s 
double of three diamonds was 
for takeout, as in most 
systems, Avarelli elected to 
pass. This extraordinary 
action proved highly 
remunerative. Belladonna 
cashed the A-K of clubs, on 
which Avarelli discarded the 
9-4 of spades in that order . 

North thereupon led the ace 
and another spade, ruffed by 
South. AvaceUi played the ace 
and another heart, won by 
North with the king, and 
Belladonna exited with the 
queen of dubs. Declarer thus 
scored only his six trump 
tricks, losing a further heart 
trick at the end, and the 
Italian pair registered a plus 
of 800 points cm their ledger 
instead of a minus of 100.

"We don’t have much time left” in which to 
consider new moves against Iran. Carter said, 
including possible use offeree to gain release 
of the hostages. 

Carter said he is asking the allies to impose 
sanctions and '‘join us in strong diplomatic 
moves” against Iran if the hostages are not 
released. The United States cut off exports to 
Iran and broke diplomatic relations last 
week. 

Ambassadors also said that at the meeting, 
Bani-Sadr rejected their demand that the 
Americans be freed but promised they would 
receive visits and health care. 

In Paris, a spokesman for the French Fore- 
ign Ministry said the decision to recall its 
ambassador was in accordance with a series 
of decisions adopted by the European foreign 
ministers at a meeting Thursday in Lisbon 
following Carters announcement. He said 
France will be included in other significant 
European actions in regard to Iran. Japanese 
Prime Minister Masayoshi Ohira, in his 
strongest pubic statement yet in support of 
the U.S. position in the crisis, said good rela- 
tions with the United States were more 
important than oil from Iran which provides 
10 per cent of Japan’s oil needs. He said 
Japan would consider sanctions against Iran 
after consulting with other countries. 

Argentina recalled its ambassador from 
Tehran on Saturday and expressed “its pro- 
found anxiety” over the hostage situation, 
according to a Tehran Radio broadcast moni- 
tored in London. 

Bani-Sadr reiterated that countries who 
join the United States in cutting diplomatic 
tics and imposing sanctions would face retali- 
ation. possibly an oil embargo. 

The ambassadors asked Bani-Sadr for a 
specific date for the hostages' release. The 
president responded that no date could be set 
because the hostages’ fate would be decided 
by the as yet-uneiected parliament, which is 
not expected to take up the issue until sum- 
mer. he said. 

Bani-Sadr did not say when the visits and 
health checks would occur.

Vote swings to Kennedy 


Carter saddled with ‘Jewish problem’ 


LOS ANGELES, April 13 (LAT) — The 
New York Democratic primary proved, it 
certainly demonstrated that Jimmy Carter 
has a Jewish problem. According to the Los 
Angeles Times poll of 2,181 voters in that 
primary. Sen. Edward M. Kennedy led Car- 
ter four to one among Jewish voters, who 
accounted for 30 per cent of the Democratic 
vote. Thus, most of Kennedy’s decisive mar- 
gin in New York can be attributed to his solid 
support among Jews. 

The fact that he has a Jewish problem 
should not be news to Jimmy Carter. In virtu- 
ally every poll of preferences for the 1980 
Democratic nomination. Kennedy has ran 
ahead of Carter among Jews. Kennedy led 
Carter among Jewish voters in New Hamp- 
shire and Florida this year, even though he 
lost in both states. In Illinois, Jews who voted 
in the Democratic primary gave Carter a

Dumped bv Napoleon 

Catherines carriage may emerge from ooze 


MOSCOW. April 13 (APi — IF Russian 
researchers are right, residents around Lake 
Semlevo may one day witness a unique event 
— the gilded carriage of Catherine the Great 
rising from the deep ooze of the lake’s bot- 
tom. 

Armed with the latest ill rudioclcct route 
and chemical gout, the researchers arc piob- 
ing the lake’s notoriously thick silt for the 
legendary treasure Napoleon abandoned 
somewhere in eastern Russia. 

Abandoning Mosci >« m the fall of |X|2. 
the French emperoi took s«v siy with him a 
vast train of loot, including Empress 
Catherine's cairiagi juJ decorations and 
treasures from kremlin Cathedrals and 

palaces. 

Hie treasure is last mentioned in October 
INI 2. when Napoleon was in the region of 
Smolensk and about 2J() nules west of Mos- 
cow. By the end <>l November. Napoleon 
alKinJoiU'd his .innv. and fl*il to Paris. order- 


ing that all his possessions and archives be 
destroyed. 

Local legend has it that the treasure was 
dumped into Lake Semlevo. near Smolensk. 
For one thing. Semlevo was the site of one of 
Napoleon’s longest bivouacs. For another, 
the lake is unusual — while only four to five 
yards deep, if s bottom silt reaches a depth of 
1 5 yards in places, providing plenty of cover 

Calf born with 5 legs 

PEKING. April 13 (AFP) — A calf with 
five legs and six hooves was born recently in 
Shanxi province of central China, the Shan - 
ghat liberation Daily reported Wednesday. 

The additional leg with two hooves was 
placed just behind the right front leg and 
swung between the two front legs, the paper 
said. 

The animal, bom in February, was being 
exhibited in the People’s Park at the town of 
Unfen.

But even 
the skeptics agree that Semlevo is by far the 
better lake to test the new equipment. Tass 
said. 


But the candidate 
who actually carried the Jewish vote in 
Illinois was Rep. John B. Anderson. Forty 
per cent of the Jews who voted in the Illinois 
primary voted for Anderson on the Republi- 
can ballot, according to the Times ’ primary 
day poll, followed by Carter with 32 per cent 
and Kennedy with 21 per cent. In the Florida. 
Illinois and New York primaries. Kennedy 
did consistently better among Jews than 
among blacks, among whom his family name 
is a potent political asset 

Indeed. Carter s problems with Jews go 
back to 1976. In the New York Democratic 
primary four years ago. the Jewish vote was 
split between Sen. Henry M. Jackson and 
Rep. Morris Udall. Carter finished a poor 
fourth in New York that year. 

As a group. Jews are still measurably to the 
left of other white Americans in their politic?. 
In the Times poll of New York’ s primary vot- 
ers, 50 per cent of white Protestant and 
Catholic Democrats favored " a federal 
budget cut, even if that means cutting back 
social services. ” The figure for Jews was 42 
percent. Black and Hispanic support for such 
a budget cut was even lower, at 28 per cent. 
On some issues. Jews are to the left of all 
other voters. Only 37 per cent of Jewish 
primary voters in New York favored “ sub- 
stantial increases in military spending, ” 
compared with 45 per cent of blacks and His- 
panics and 55 per cent of non- Jewish white 
Democrats. Forty-five per cent of Jewish 
Democrats in New York described them- 
selves as liberals, compared with 42 per cent 
of blacks and Hispauics and 26 per cent of 
non- Jewish whites. 

“ Jew. ” author Milton Himmetfarb once 
said, " have the wealth and status of Epis- 
copalians and vote like Puerto Ricans, ” 

Older and poorer Jews are by no means 
conservatives or Republicans. However, they 
do reject what they regard as the divisive 
radicalism of the new politics. Candidates 
like John Lindsay. Eugene McCarthy, 
George McGovern and Morris Udall are 
regarded as insufficiently anti-Soviet and 
’pro-Israel, weak on labor issues and some- 
times willing to exploit differences between 
Jews and blacks. Hubert Humphrey. Henry 
Jackson. Abraham Beamc and Daniel Pat- 
rick Moynihan are in the traditional Democ- 
ratic mold — economic liberals, staunch sup- 
porters of labor and Israel, anti-Communists, 
and advocates of old-fashioned ideals of 
racial tolerance and brotherhood. Thus, the 
division among Jews is more or less the gen- 
erational one, between the old left and the 
new left. 

What is striking about the Kennedy- Carter 
confrontation is that this split in the Jewish 
void did not appear. Kennedy defeated Car- 
ter across the board. The Massachusetts 
senator won 77 per cent of the vote among 
Jews under 30 years of age. 80 per cent 
among Jews aged 30-65. and 75 per cent 
among Jews 65 and older. Kennedy carried 
between 70 per cent and 81 per cent of the 
vote among poor Jews, middle-income Jews, 
wealthy Jews, liberal Jews, moderate Jews, 
and even the 1 0per cent of the Jewish Demo- 
crats who described themselves as conserva- 
tives. 

The implication is that an issue of overrid- 
ing group interest was at stake — namely, 
IsraeL 

In the Times primary day poll. 66 per cent 
of the Jewish Democrats agreed with the 
statemenu “ President Carter is no friend of 
Israel." Carter’s- vulnerability cm this issue 
was not so evident to non- JewtA Democrats, 
only 25 per cent of whom agreed with that 
view. Similarly, over 70 per cent of Jews, but 
only 30 per cent of non- Jews, felt that' 1 Mien 
it comes to deriding whether to vote for Pres- 
ident Carter, it’s very important to consider 
the U.S. vote in. the U.N. against Israeli set- 
tlements. ” Jewish antipathy to Carter was 


dearly intense and had the effect of unifying 
the Jewish vote against the president. 

Thus. New York’s Jewish vote was much 
more anti-Carter than it was pro-Kenned>. 
The Times asked voters whether their vote 
was mostly ■* in favor of your candidate " or 
** against his opponents. " Two- thirds of 
Kennedy s Jewish supporters described their 
vote as primarily against his opponent, i.e.. 
Carter. Indeed, half of Carter's Jewish sup- 
porters described their vote as primarily 
against Kennedy. The fact is. Jewish voters 
indicated little enthusiasm for cither of the 
two major Democratic candidates. 

The Times also asked people whether they 
could “ vote for John Anderson in November 
if he were a third party candidate. ” Fully 60 
per cent of the Jewish voters said they would 
do so. Many Jews simply stayed home. Nor- 
mally, the New York. Democratic primary 
electorate is close to 40 per cent Jewish. This 
time, the Jewish vote made up only 30 per 
cent of the total. As one Jewish Kennedy 
voter remarked in an interview," In a million 
years I would never have thought I would 
vote for him. The whole Chappaquiddick 
affair was repulsive. But suddenly it' s forgiv- 
able. ” 

The evidence so far seems to bolster the 
administration’ s agrument that New York 
was “ special ” because of the presence of so 
many Jewish voters whose anger over the 
U.N. vote was not shared by most non- Jewish 
Democrats. But the administration has been 
hard pressed to explain Carter's loss to Ken- 
nedy in Connecticut — a state with a far lower 
proportion of Jewish voters — or Kennedy's 
considerably improved showing in New York 
among blades and non- Jewish whites. 


54 feared dead 
in crash of 
Brazilian plane 


FLOR1ANOPOLIS. Brazil, April 13 (AP) 
— Fifty-four people were feared dead after a 
Brazilian jetliner crashed in a rainstorm here 
Saturday night and exploded in flames, the 
Brazilian air force said Sunday. 

Four passengers survived the air disaster. 
Brazil's worst in recent memory. 

The cause of the crash was not immediately 
known. 

Rescue workers were still searching the 
area Sunday morning. 

“It does not appear . as that there are any 
other survivors," said an air force spokesman 
m this island city in the south Atlantic ocean. 
“We’ve had a couple of hours daylight to 
carry out rescue operations, and we haven’t 
seen any further sign of life.” 

Hie airline, a domestic company called 
Transbrasil. confirmed the air force's infor- 
mation. 

The plane, a Boeing 727 carrying 50 pas- 
sengers and 8 crew members, was preparing 
to land in this stare capital of 1 50.000 people, 
which is ringed by mountains and connected 
to the Brazilian mainland by two bridges.
